_ Angry students surrounded a group of 
evangelical street preachers in the plaza of the 
Milo Bail Student Center on Monday. 

The plaza became crowded with students 
who tossed insults, arguments and, at one 
point, food at the preachers. One pair of male 
students stood in front of the preachers and 
kissed. 

Jeremy Sonnier of Portland, Ore., led the 
preachers with a large white banner propped 
up above his shoulders. The sign warned 
everyone from “Roman Catholics” and “lazy 
Christians” to “porno freaks” and “money 
lovers” that “Jesus will judge you.” 


A major tenent of evangelical Christianity 
is the requirement to take to the streets and 
preach. ; | 
“I’m here to provoke thought ... and to 
preach the gospel,” he said. 

Sonnier represented a group called the 
Open Air Proclaimer/Reformer Church, and 
was accompanied by members of the Glory 
Christian Fellowship Church of Oakland, 
Iowa. 

Women and young girls dressed in long 
skirts, sneakers and white bonnets handed out 
religious tracts, while Sonnier and two other 
men “preached the gospel,” according to a ‘use 
of facilities permit’ request. 

Strumming an acoustic guitar and singing 
songs of impending judgment, one man

as flight problems, customer service and 
discrimination.

people annually. 

“The media coverage is pretty 
substantial,” Bowen said. “One of the 
reasons I continue this is the high degree 
of visibility it brings to the Aviation 
Institute. That is the real motivation to 
continue it.” 

The Aviation Institute is home to 
around 140 UNO students and offers 
two degree specializations, one for air 
transport administration and one for 
professional flight, according to Scott 
Vlasek, academic coordinator for the 
institute. 

“We have a bachelor’s of science in 
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aviation degree program,” Vlasek said. 
“We train and teach students to become 
commercial pilots.” | 

Zac Wert is a sophomore at the 
Aviation Institute, where he studies 
aviation administration and is vice 
president of Alpha Eta Rho, an aviation 
fraternity. 

“I really enjoy it—the classes are 
good and the faculty are really good,” 
Wert said. “The classes are pretty small. 
You really get to know the faculty really 
well.” 

In addition to traditional resources, 
the Aviation Institute also offers simulators 
to give students additional 
practice in aviation. 

“We do have several 
simulators on campus,” 
Vlasek said. “Our students 
do a lot of training on those 
devices.” 

When asked about the 
importance that the AOR 
had on students involved 
with the institute, Bowen

| Several students believed that Sonnier 
and the others were out seeking attention. 

Freshman Tiffany Price said “People 
| need to back off. He’s getting the attention 
he wants.” 

Other students believed that the group 
was in the plaza exercising their First 
Amendment rights. 

Many students found Sonnier’s 
| signage and arguments against gays, 
Catholics and abortion offensive. 

“It's kind of ridiculous. Extremely 
ridiculous. Are they God?” freshman Casey 
Bigsby said. 

Even though she believed Sonnier 
should have been ignored, Price found it 
hard to accept his position on Catholicism. 

“lm a sinner because I’m Roman 
Catholic?” she said. 

Freshman Lance Molina believes that 
Sonnier and his followers were out of line 
for attacking Molina’s veteran status. 

“I’m a veteran and they told me I’m 
going to hell for defending their right to be 
saying this,” he said. 

At one point, an egg was broken on the 
back of Sonnier’s head. As yolk and shell 
dripped down his neck onto his sweatshirt, 
several students cheered and laughed. 

Dennis Goodwin, sophomore, said “I 


known the institute is in the | 
airline industry “the better 
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wouldn't have done it (the egging), but it 
was fun to watch.” 

Some students found the egging 

Chris Smith, a business administration 
major said, “I think it’s [expletive deleted] 
up. No one should mess with you when 
[you're exercising your rights].” 

Students believed the volatile reaction 
was inevitable. 

Senior Tony Barker, a journalism major, 
said, “That’s his Constitutional right, but 
[being on a college campus] is just a recipe 
for disaster.” 

Many of the students 
went directly up to Sonnier 
and taunted him. One 
female student who also 
chose not to share her name 
asked if she was going to 
hell because she was Jewish. 
Sonnier didn’t answer. 

The female student 
looked at freshman 
Brandon Bone, who had 

been standing in front of 

| Sonnier for nearly an hour, 

| and said, “This isn’t Jesus. 
This is discrimination.” 

Sonnier found the 
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reaction of the crowd disturbing. 

“(Their reaction] makes me _ think 
that they’re very closed-minded and 
disrespectful,” Sonnier said of the crowd. 

Sonnier said he has been traveling 
across the area, including visits to Iowa 
State University, Wichita State University 
and the University of Arkansas-Little 
Rock. 

Sonnier was a plaintiff in a suit filed 
against the mayor of Portland, Ore., along 
with three other Evangelical Christians. 
The suit, against Mayor Vera Katz and 
several other city officials, accused Katz 
and the city of Portland of infringing on 
the group's First Amendment rights to 
assemble and to freedom speech. The 
suit filed in March of 2000 was resolved in 
favor of Sonnier and his fellow plaintiffs 
earlier this year. 

Sonnier said he is a native of Lafayette, 
La., though several news reports cite 
different cities as his home including, New 
Orleans and Las Vegas. 

The group also came to campus on 
Friday, but was escorted up to Sharon 
Darling in the reservations office of the 
student center because they hadn’t applied 
for a permit. 

Due to a clerical error, the group was 
unable to fill out a request for public use 
of facilities on Friday, so they returned 
Monday to fill it out. 

The director of the student center, Jim 
Welch, did not sign off the request because 
he was not working Monday, Darling 
said. 

By the end of the day, an assistant 
signed off on the request, Darling said. 

The request was made by Robert 
Breaud, and specified that the group, the 
Open Air Proclaimer/Reformer Church, 
would be preaching from 12 p.m. to 5 p.m. 
on Monday. 

Only Breaud signed his name on the 
document.

Blake is a typical (and fictional) UNO 
student. He lives in a house with several 
roommates. Last week, he went out to 
get the mail and found a letter from the 
University of Pittsburgh. He is about to 
graduate in May, and has 
been waiting for response 
letters from universities 
across the United States. 

He wanted to go 
to graduate school in 
Pittsburgh. As he eagerly 
opened his letter, he 
read the first several 
lines. “The University 
of Pittsburgh regrets to 
inform you that your 
application for graduate 
studies has been declined 
because we do not have 
your GRE scores on file.” 

This similar scene 
plays out in Omaha and 
colleges across the country. Some people are 
unaware of what a GRE is and why they 
need to have it. Despite having all of his 
documentation in order, Blake will now have 
to wait until fall of 2007 to be accepted into a 
graduate studies program. 

GRE is an acronym for “Graduate 
Record Exam.” Among several other things, 
it is one of the critical parts of an application 
into graduate school. For those who don’t 
intend on pursuing graduate studies, the 
test is not required. For everyone else, timing 
must be perfect and scores must meet certain 
criteria, depending on the school. 

The GRE serves as a basis for admission 
into graduate school. It is also critical in 
determining financial aid for graduate 
school. Many graduate schools cost around 
$20,000 per year and higher. Getting a high 


Student Leader of the Year 
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score on a GRE almost certainly guarantees a 
teaching assistantship position that includes 
a tuition waiver and a monthly stipend. 

Some graduate schools do not like 
their students to be working another job 
while attending school, so they will pay 
around $1,000 per month for student's living 
expenses. 

GRE is very similar to the 
ACT test in high school. It is a 
standardized test developed 
to gauge knowledge of 
students exiting a college 
and hoping to go further. 
The test is compromised of 
four separate sections: verbal, 
quantitative, analytical 
.| writing and a subject test. 
| The subject test is often 
taken separately from the 
general one, and focuses on 
a major that the student has 
chosen. The student needs to 
demonstrate that he or she has 
mastered the core material in 
each class. 

Because many graduate schools have 
application deadlines in December, the GRE 
must be taken prior to that. The test may 
be retaken and the results are valid for five 
years. Retaking the test is not recommended 
unless you are absolutely certain that the 
college accepts retakes. Otherwise, a retake 
may end up hurting you. 

Cramming for this test isn’t really 
possible, so a student must diligently plan 
their study time. It is best to get acquainted 
with the test-taking strategies, but also 
with the course material. Several books on 
grammar, vocabulary and English may be 
very helpful. Students should review the 
basics of algebra, geometry and calculus. 
And they need to brush up on analytical 
writing skills. 

Preparing for a GRE is not easy, and

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Chronicles of Narnia 
comes to home video

After waiting many years for a major 
motion picture version of C.S. Lewis’ 
widely revered novels, Chronicles of 
Narnia, many were disappointed with the 
final product of the first film: The Lion, the 
Witch and the Wardrobe. Some described 
it as The Lord of the Rings for kids. But 
many enjoyed the fantastic world, the 
characters which inhabit it and Lewis’ 
vivid tale of good and evil. 

The Narnia legend also differs from 
Lord of the Rings with a sense of both 
social and spiritual commentary. Not 
merely a simple tale, The Chronicles of 
Narnia are a Christian allegory, wisely 
woven subtly enough by Lewis to not 
frighten off anyone with a differing view 
point. 

This film, subtitled The Lion, the Witch 
and the Wardrobe, is the first in the Narnia 
series, so if you liked this movie, there’s 
more where that came from. If you liked 
the movie enough to want to own it, you 
have two (make that two and a half) ways 
to go. You can go with just the movie, in 
wide or full screen (that’s where the half 
comes in), which retails at $29.99, or you 
can cough up $10 more for the “Special

Ask most people about German band 
Rammstein and they will probably respond 
by listing off the band’s most popular singles: 
1997's “Engel,” 1999's “Du Hast,” and 2002's 
“Feuer Frei.” 

It would be an understatement to say 
that Rammstein, Germany's top selling band 
of all time, has lost a lot of the momentum 
they had at the tail end of the 20th century. 
That has not stopped the band from crashing 
through labels and stereotypes like a battering 

ram. 
The last anyone this side of the Atlantic 
heard of Rammstein was in 2001 when the 


band released its third album titled Mutter 


(Mother). The band released a fourth studio 

album in 2004 called Reise, Reise (Rise, Rise), 

which was moderately successful here in 
the United States, but nowhere near the 
popularity the band experienced in Europe, 
landing on numerous top 10 lists around the 
continent. ) 

Americans may recognize some of 
the more popular songs from Reise, Reise, 
like “Amerika” or “Mein Teil,” which 
garnered the band a Grammy nomination. 
For the most part, the album came and 
went with little fan fare. Now, in 2006, the 
band looks to strike again with a Reise 
Reise B-Sides album called Rosenrot. 
Rosenrot is an album comprised of six songs 
left off of the band’s previous 11-track album, 
along with five additional songs. The album 
was released in October 2005 in Germany, 
December 2005 in Canada and was just 
released here in America last week. 

Rammstein is famous for mixed reaction 
from critics because of its controversial lyrics. 
The first single from the album, “Benzin” 
(Gasoline) is no exception. The track is 
mostly about pyromania, but is also about 
America’s dependence on oil with a refrain 
of “I need gasoline! Give me gasoline!” 
The song is actually a very typical song 
from Rammstein, if there is such a thing, 
comparable to “Amerika” or “Feuer Frei.” 

The next song of note was actually 


intended to be the first single from Reise, 
Reise, but was left off of the album completely. 
Instead, the track, “Rosenrot’” (Rose Red), 
gets the title treatment on this album. The 
song is about a young couple falling in love 
with disastrous consequences, and is much 
more forceful - in the vein of “Du Hast” 


' or “Mein Herz Brennt.” Fans of the older 
Rammstein will enjoy this song very much; | 


it is certainly one of the best on the album. 
The following track, “Spring” (Jump), 


is much more melodic and poetic than the —

bass lines which are quite impressive. | 


Lyrically, the song is quite powerful, focusing 
on suicide as entertainment. 


Musically, it is one of the more | 
complicated songs, jumping from the band’s | 


signature hard rock refrains into a soft and 
somber chorus. It makes for quite a satisfying 
listen. oa 
Finally, the songs “Zerstoren” (Destroy) 
and “Ein Lied” (A Song) are polar opposites 
of each other, but really unique and enjoyable 
in their own right. “Zerst6ren” is easily the 
fastest Rammstein song on Rosenrot, but 
then at the end, the song suddenly slows 
down and fades out in the droning sing-song 
voice of Till Lindemann, the band’s vocalist. 
“Ein Lied,” however, is a completely somber 
and slow song the entire way through, which 
hardly ever happens with Rammstein. With 
lyrics like “We were born for music, we are 
the servants of your ears, whenever you're 
sad, we play for you,” the song is admittedly 
a “thank you” to the band’s fans and is a 
good way to close the album. 

Rammstein may not always have 
commercial success here in America, but the 


band’s ability to stay creative and unique | 
within their musical and lyrical talents cannot | 
be disputed. Rosenrot is no exception to that |
